KILL THIS AMENDMENT. 


Perhaps without going deeply into the merits 


of the case the Janesville city council went on1 


record Monday night as favoring the amendment 
to the state constitution permitting- an additional 
live per cent of bonded indebtedness for 'Wiscon- 
sin, municipalities. 


The amendment should be killed. 
There are 


excellent reasons for this attitude. 
The amend- 


, ment reads, according to the published adver- 
' tisement of the secretary of state: 


To create section 3b of article XI of the con- 
stitution relating to the Indebtedness of 
, 
municipal corporations. 
Whereas. At the blonnial session of the.leg- 


Islaturo for the year 1915. an amendment to 
tho constitution was proposed and agreed to 
by a majority of the members elected to each 
of the two houses, which proposed amend- 
ment is as follows: 


".Resolved by the 
Assembly, the 
Senate 
concurring'. That thcro be added to article 
XT of the constitution H. new section to road: 
(Article XI) Section Sb. Any city, in addition 
to tho indebtedness of'flve per centum iuthqr- 
ized by section S of this article, may incur an 
indebtedness not exceeding another live per 
centum on tho valuo of the taxable property 
In such city i'or tho purpose 
of acquiring or 


constructing street 
railway 
properties, or 
properties for. tho 
production, transmission, 


delivery or furnishing of light, heat, water or 
power to the public"; now. therefore, bo It 
Resolved by thej Assembly, tho^Senatc con- 
curring. That tho foregoing amendment to 
tho constitution of the stato of Wisconsin bo 
and the same is hereby agreed to by this leg- 
islature.

the amendment, are two: (1) the temptation to 
add to the bonded Indebtedness and a correspond- 
ingly increased burden, of taxation on the people 
and (2) the addition to the second burden of tax 
exempt securities.

Farmers and 
labor organizations are on record against further 
, tax exemptions. It requires an amendment to the 


federal constitution to correct the evil. That is a 
long. '«low and serious process.
